The thome of hi; speech was the mis- 


Ho explained 
that the party was organized last May at 
Pittsburg, and was composed mostly of 
Prohibitionists. The nationalist was an 
evolution and not a revolution of tho Pro- 
hibition party. The Prohibitionists werei 
formerly in favor of a number of reforms..' 
On these issues they pussccd through six 
campaigns but last May they decided to 
flght it out on the single issue of the abo- 
lition of the liquor traffic. 
There were 


members of the party who wore not in 
favor ot giving up the other principles and 
they took up tho Issued laid down by 
tho Prohibitionists and intend to carry 
them forward. He said that it was a dis- 
tinct party and not as aid society to any 
other party. 


Tho speaker then took up the different 


planks iii the plattoriu, the suppression of 
the liquor traffic,woman's rights, tho abo- 
lition of the national bunking system and 
tho free and unlimited coinage of silver 
and gold at the ratio of 10 to 1, the grant-

And as poor David Copperfield was re- 
proached with the virtues of his imag 
inary sister, BO the granddaughter of 
the period is reproached with the ghost- 
ly perfection ol her grandmother, who 
never had a headache—at least accord- 
ing to tradition—but who, on the con- 
trary, was a model of physical perfec- 
tion. When it comes to the testimony 
of those who saw the grandmother 
in flesh — that ia "another story." 
Abbe Eobin, chaplain in Eochambeau's 
army during the revolution, wrote of 
American women in 1782: "They are 
tall and well-proportioned, their feat- 
tires are generally regular, their com- 
plexions are generally fair and without 
color. At 20 years of age tihe women 
have no longer the freshness of youth. 
At 35 or 40 they are wrinkled and de- 
crepit." 


And Chevalier Louis Felix de Bcar- 


your, after praising the beauty of 
the American women to the skies, says; 
"At the age of 25 their form changes, 
trad at 30 the whole of their charms 
have disappeared." These observers

THE QUALLA 
RESERVE. 


It Is tiie Home of an Independent Indian 


Tribe. 


In the western, part of North Caro- 


lina is a perfectly-organized republic, 
independent of both state and nation- 
al governments. It is known as the 
Qualla Reserve and is tiie home of about 
1,000 of the Cherokee Indians belong- 
ing to the eastern branch. The re- 
serve, says Harper's Bound Table, has 
an area of 50,000 acres, or 82 square 
miles, of the richest valley land of the 
state lying along1 the Ocona, Lufta and 
Soco- creeks. The president of the lit- 
tle republic is elected every four years. 
He receives a salary of $500 a year, but 
when at Washington on business for 
the republic he gets four dollars a day 
extra. He is called cliief, but none but 
a Cherokee of more than 35 years is 
eligible for the chieftainship. When 
he is absent his duties are performed 
by an assistant chief, whose salary is 
$250 a year. The chief has a cabinet 
of three secretaries and the congress 
comprises two delegates from every 
JOO members of the tribe. All Chero- 
kee males of 30 and all white males who 
have Indian wives have the right to 
vote. The constitution provides for 
the maintenance of a public, school iu 
which both English and Cherokees are 
taught. The inhabitants of the reserve 
are intelligent, fairly well educated, 
law-abiding and industrious. 


CONSTANTLY IN A TREMOR. 


A New York Street Has a Chronic Case or 


the Shivers* 


A section of Twenty-sixth street. New 


York, daily enjoys sensations similar 
to those caused by a constant succes- 
sion of carthquaake shocks. 
Every- 


thing in the vicinity trembles as if suf- 
fering from a mild attack of the ague. 
It is really, says the New York Jour- 
nal, perpetual motion. There is a club- 
house in this section, right in the center 
of the trembling district. A recent vis- 
itor, one who had not been there be- 
fore, noticed that objects on the mantel 
or elsewhere ailways moved slightly, 
and that he himself felt a strange vi- 
bration. 


The friend with \v horn he was dining 


laughed at his uneasiness. 
"It's al- 


ways that way here," he said. 
"It's 


only a. little shake, perhaps the hun- 
dredth part of an inch, but it's perpet- 
uaJ. Some day I fear the building will 
shake to pieces all at once, just like 
the 'wonderful one-horse shay." The 
cause? Oh, it's that electric light plant 
opposite.

All 
the houses around here shake. I re- 
member when this block was a most 
exclusive 
residential neighborhood. 


Now at least half of it—the half that 
shakes most—is given over to small 
shops and cheap theatrical boarding- 
houses. There's one pleasanter aspect, 
however, to this vibration."

Ouo Xaturaliftt. 


A man who has made a careful study 


of the habits of animals and birds, and 
who firmly believes that birds think 
and are controlled by brain action in a 
grrat measure—about, if not quite as 
much as human beings, and not by the 
"overrated instinct"—told a few nights 
ago of the odd eil'ect natural history 
hud on him. 


"Do you know," said he, "that since I 


learned that birds and mammals think, 
I have had a sort of spleen against 
flesh? When I eat a partridge I think 
of the bird's wiles iised in its endeav- 
ors to escape the hunter's merciless 
ehot. It is the same with the clucks, 
turkeys, deer and beeves, and all other 
flesh, but not fish. I have the dread, or 
feeling, that I am eating- a rational be- 
iijg*. I think that if vegetarianism ever 
becomes universal, it will be when we 
understand the thoughts of birds and 
mammals and arc able to converse with 
them. We are just now entering on a 
wonderful field of research. We have 
found the door to real natural history 
knowledge, and we are now groping for 
the keyhole." 


An Indian Legend. 


The red men of the west have many 


curious legends concerning nature's 
marvels; none mor€ weird "than that 
concerning liock lake, Washington. 
Since time out of memory the Indians 
of that vicinity have believed the lake 
to be the abode of a sea monster, which 
never grows old, and whose chief diet 
is Indian flesh. According to the 
Ic-g-end, no Indian ever entered its wa- 
teps and returned alive, no matter 
whether the rash act was committed 
by approaching its margin for a drink, 
for a swim, or for a canoe ride. So 


i thoroughly is this belief spread among 
the Indians of the northwest that each 
and every one would prefer death to 
touching its waters.

WHY ELECTRIC LIGHTS HISS. 
Dae to thcTHeatetl Carbon Point* Ewp- 


orating:. 


Prof. Sylvanus Thompson hna been 


answering1 a question which has often 
puzzled the public. The arc light pro- 
ceeds from the points of two little car- 
bon rods as large as one's little linger. 
Prof. Thompson explains what is the 
state of the carbon when the lamp is 
throwing out its light. He says, reports 
the Pittsburgh Dispatch, that the car- 
bon is sometimes actually melting, a 
thing that was until recently thought 
Impossible. 


Moreover, he says that when a light 


Is hissing the liquid carbon is really 
boiling. 
In ordinary combustion the 


state of the arc crater is such that the 
solid carbon below is covered with o 
layer or film of liquid carbon just boll 
ing or evaporating off. When hissing 
takes place the new state of things is 
set up. 


He says: "If you watch a short, hiss- 


ing arc you will see a column of light 
concentrating itself on a narrow spot 
and the spot keeps moving about nnd is 
very unstable in position, as well as In 
the amount of light it gives out. The 
crater surface after the arc has been 
hissing is found to be literally honey- 
combed. 


"When the arc ia hissing1 you can see 


little hits erupted out, and the hissing 
seems to be compared to the hissing 
which takes place in boiling water. 
There is, in fact, exactly the same kind 
of difference between the silent arc. and 
the hissing ore as between quiet evap- 
oration and a noisy boiling." 


AFRICAN CLIMATE. 


OK the Central riatenn It Is Cool and Not 


Unhealthy. 


As for the climate, it is no worse than 


that found elsewhere in tropic lands. 
The heat is not so great as in India 
or as it is sometimes in New York In 
summer. Fortunately, writes Henry 
M. Stanley in Century, the coast belt 
on both sides of Africa, where the heat 
is greatest, and where the climate is 
most unhealthy, is narrow. In four 
hours a railway train at ordinary speed 
would enable us to cross it, and so avoid 
the debilitating temperature. Ascend- 
ing the sides of the coast, range by the 
Bume means of conveyance, we should 
in two hours reach a rolling plain 
\vhich gradually rises in height from 
2.500 to 3,500 feet above the sea. Here 
the climate is sensibly cooler, and the 
white man can safely work six hours 
of the day in the open without fear 
of sunstroke, though he must not count 
on immunity from fever. In from ten 
to twelve hours the traveler by train 
would meet another steep rise, and 
would find himself from 5,000 to 8,000 
feet above the sea, on the broad cen- 
tral plateau of the continent, which 
varies from COO to 1,000 miles across. 
It is in this section that the great lakes, 
Ifnowy mountains nnd tallest hills are 
found. Here we have cold nights and 
n hot sun when the skies ore not cloud- 
ed, though the air in the shade is fre- 
quently cool enough for an overcoat; 
nnd it is on tJiis immense upland that 
the \i hite m&n, when compelled by cir- 
cumstances, may find a home. 


HYPNOTIZE THE SHAVERS. 


Barbers Require dtreng- Nerves and Will 
to Resist Magnetic In6nence.

street barber to a Philadelphia Record 
man, "that certain men who come into 
this shop to be shaved exert a queer 
hypnotic influence over one or more of 
the barbers? It's a fact. Now, there's 
a man over there at the next chair but 
one. He doesn't look like a nervous 
fellow, does he? No! Well, he isn't 
nervous as a rule, but there's a certain 
man-about^town whose very appear- 
ance in the doorway sets that man shiv- 
ering like a man in a fit. He could n'o 
more shave that particular customer 
than fly. Another man who used to 
work in this shop a couple of years ago 
was similarly affected, but to a greater

CROSS-EYED HEADLIGHTS. 


New Idea (or Lighting Railroad Track* 


on a Dark Night. 


A new thing in track lighting has 


been put into service on the New York 
New Haven & Hartford railroad on the 
new "air linn flyer" between New York 
and Boston, says the Boston Transcript. 
It is the cross-eyed headlight, an In- 
vention of Col. K. H. Heft, of the elec- 
trical department, and it is said to be 
such a success that it will be supplied 
as speedily as possible to all through 
fast trains on the road that run in the 
night. Superintendent Ostrander ex- 
plains the use of the two headlights, 
which are set "cross-eyed," or precise- 
ly as the eyes are set in some cross- 
eyed persons. 
They are set thus so 


that each will throw a light across the 
other's rays. The light on the right 
hand side is thrown over the left, ana 
that on the left over the right. It has 
been found that this arrangement is 
of great advantage in throwing a light 
around a curve. The single headlight 
hitherto in use shines straight ahead 
when the locomotive is turning a curve. 
The fields, or whatever is alongside of 
the tracks upon which the train is dash- 
ing, are illuminated, but the rails ahead 
far the moment are in total darkness. 
With the two lights set it makes no 
difference which way the curve turns, 
for one or the other of the headlight* Il- 
luminates the puthr/ay.

Several Methods of Cooking His Tooth- 


some Leg*. 


By midsummer day, whensentiiuental 


maidens seek the St. John's wort and 
the skies of June fill everyone with de- 
light the frog is in supreme condition 
for food. He is young- and plump as 
spring chickens should be, and too 
often are not. He is a creature in which 
the patriotic American should take na- 
tional pride, and he deserves the place 
of honor on the Fourth of July. 


Frogs are easily prepared for the 


table. The medium-sized legs are cor- 
Bidered the best for all purposes except 
for broiling-. One of the most delicious 
ways of herring frogs' legs is to fry, 
them in butter and send them to the 
table in Hollandaise sauce. Wash, the 
legs and wipe them with a cloth. Trim 
off the bones of the claws with a pair 
of scissors. Season the legb witli salt 
Dud pepper, dredge them lightly with 
sifted cracker crumbs and fry tliem a 
golden, brown in butter. 


Meantime prepare a sauce for two 


dozen pairs of frog legs as follows: 
Melt a tablespoonf ul of butter, odd six 
peppercorns, a teaspoonftil of grated 
white onion and a bay leaf. Stir in a 
tab'eppoonful of flour, add a pint o£ 
stock or water. Pour the stock in slow- 
ly and stir the mixture until all the 
lumps are stirred out. Set the sauce- 
pan containing the sauce in boiling wa- 
ter or put the &auce in a double boiler 
to cook for 30 minutes. Beat the yolks 
of two eggs with the juice of half a 
lemon. Stir the hot sauce slowly in 
the yolks of eggs and lemon juice. Then 
stir the sauce in the double boiler t«o 
or three minutes. Throw a half glass 
of pale sherry over the fried legs and 
dish them on a hot platter with the 
sauee. Sprinkle a 
tablespoonful of 


finely-minced parsley over all. 


The lega are also nice dipped In but- 


ter. Sift a heaping cup of pastiy flour 
with a half-teaspoonful of salt. Stir 
in the yolks of two eggs, a tablespoon- 
ful of sweet oil and half a cup of cold 
water. When these ingredients are 
thoroughly mixed let the, batter rest at 
least an hour. It is improved by rest- 
ing longer, pro-\ ided it is covered close- 
ly with iv damp cloth to prevent a crus*. 
forming over it. When ready for use- 
whip the whites of two eggs to :i stiff 
froth and stir them carefully into th* 
latter with a wooden spoon. Dip the 
frogs' legs in it, after seasoning them 
with salt and pepper. Immerse the lesfs 
in boiling hot fat, one pair at a time, 
and fry them for five minutes. Take 
them up with a wire spoon, and drain 
ithem on an ordinary coarse brown piv 
'per for a moment. Serve theni with 
'quarters of lemon and a garnish of 
•parsley — or use a tartare sauce. 


A Creole stew of frog legs is an ap- 


petizing method of serving them. Wash 
the legs' and wipe them dry with a 
towel. Season them and fry brown in 
butter. For every two dozen pairs of 
'legs add half a v ine glass of pale sherry. 
'Let the legs simmer and stew for five. 
tainutes; 
then add half a .small green 


jpepper, minced fine, and three toraa- 
itoes, peeled and sliced. Cook tha frog 
'legs 15 minutes longer. Then take 
them up and let the sauce cook a mo- 
'ment longer; then pour it around them. 
'Serve them when they are very hot with 
'a good salad and thin, slices of brown 
'bread. 
• A pair of broiled frog legs is a tid- 
'bit that not everyone can enjoy tn per- 
'fection, because so few people under- 
stand how to prepare the legs prop- 
,erly for "this purpose. Select the largest 
legs. Prepare a marinade of three 
tablespoonfuls of sweet oil, a tialf-tea- 
spoonfnl of salt, a saltspoonful of pep- 
per and the juice of a lemon. Roll the 
'frog legs in this mixture and lay them 
on a double oyster broiler and broil 
"them for five minutes on one side and 
then for five minutes on the other. 
•They should be a.n even, rich brown. 
Slide them on a hot platter. Mix a tea- 
spoonful of minced paxsley with a 
'heaping tablespoonful of butter. Add 
,the juice of half a lemon. Spread when 
•chilled over the hot frog legs. 


Fried "frogges" have been in use 


among the Spanish and French since 
,the days of Charles V. The English, 
.proverbially conservative in matters of 
'food, long ridiculed the <>atiug of frogs, 
•and it was not until the middle of this 
century that they became a feacure of 
•our markets.— X. Y. Tribune. 


Summer Soapa. 


It is surprising- that the housewife, 


with a market full of green things all 
"soupable," as a woman was henrd to 
remark, should go on buying soup 
bones and meat for her August nnd 
September tureen. Cream soups and 
soups made without beef stock are more 
wholesome, as well as more appetizing 
in the dog days, than any other, b'ut, 
'like the narrow way, few there n,ie who 
seem to discover the fact. Onions, .sum- 
,mer squash, lettuce, carrots and even 
.radishes, with, of course, spinnach, peas, 
ibeans, corn and potatoes, makedelicious 
'purees with milk and butter or white 
^stock added. The radishes .should be 
'grated before being cooked and put 
'through a sieve. Select those that are 
young a.nd tender. Use half potatoes 
'with the carrots, and flavor with minced 
^parsley.— N. Y. Times.
